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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 tlirough 1 1 originally filed 1 1 May 2006. Claims 1 through 1 1 amended 
by amendment received 11 May 2006. Claims 1 through 11 cancelled by amendment 
received 14 January 2008. Claims 12 through 20 added by amendment received 14 
January 2008. Claim 13 cancelled by amendment received 3 October 2008. Claim 21 
added by amendment received 3 October 2008. Claims 12, 14, 15, 17, and 18 
amended by amendment received 3 October 2008. Claims 12 and 14 amended by 
amendment received 17 April 2009. Claim 12 amended by amendment received 17 
December 2009. Claims 22 and 23 added by amendment received 17 December 2009. 
Claims 12, 14, and 22 amended by amendment received 7 September 2010. Claim 23 
cancelled by amendment received 7 September 2010. Claim 24 added by amendment 
received 7 September 2010. Claims 12, 14 through 22, and 24 are pending in this 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12, 14 through 22, and 24 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claim 12 requires at least a laser utilizing a plurality of dispersive mirrors with 
negative group dispersion delay compensating in part for a set of resonator components 
having positive group dispersion delay. The claim requires the laser to operate at 
200nJ or greater with a positive net averaged group dispersion delay between 0 fs^ and 
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100 fs^. Cho et al. ("Generation of 90-nJ pulses witli a 4-MHz repetition-rate Kerr-lens 
mode-locked Ti:AI_2_0_3_ laser operating with net positive and negative intracavity 
dispersion," Opt. Lett. 26, 560-562 (2001), hereafter Cho) is notable for teaching a 
system for generating 90nJ pulses in a system that has positive net intracavity 
dispersion, but the pulse power does not reach the claimed value and the dispersion 
within the reference is never shown between 0 fs^ and 100 fs^. Further, none of the 
dispersive elements in Cho are dispersive mirrors. 

5. Szipocs et al. (Szipocs, US Patent 5,734,503) is notable for introducing 
dispersive mirrors, but the power level and net group dispersion required by the claims 
is not present in Szipocs and there is no indication that mere introduction of the 
dispersive mirrors would lead to operation within the claimed parameters. 

6. Imeshev et al. (Imeshev, US Pub. 2005/0238070) is notable for teaching an 
amplifier that reaches 200nJ, but the net dispersion parameters appear to be well 
outside of that which is claimed. 

7. As such, claim 12 is deemed to define the present invention over the prior art 
and, thus, is allowable. 

8. Claims 14 through 22 and 24 all properly depend from claim 12 and are deemed 
allowable for sharing the features that render claim 12 allowable for the reasons stated 
above.
